Ambulance

The numbers just don’t add up 
and North Flight Ambulance 
Service is looking to the county and 
townships for help. 

According to North Flight 
Director John Wyckoff, his non- 
profit Munson Medical-affiliated 
emergency medical service compa- 
ny will run about $65.000 short of 
funds needed to pay expenses over 
the next year. 

On average. the Grayling 
Division of North Flight needs 
about 2,400 billable calls per year in 
order to break even. The division 
averages about 2,200 requests for 
emergency medical services — 1,700 
of which are billable. 

Currently. North Flight is not a 
participating provider with Blue 
Cross insurance affiliates, nor does 
it accept Medicare assignments.

increase public awareness by educat- 
ing people about the work of Habitat 
and to encourage recycling efforts to 
protect the environment. 

“This is an ideal fund-raiser 
because it’s very simple and doesn’t 
require any time on the part of a 
group or individual,” said Sister 
Naomi Holysko, director of the 
Crawford County Habitat program. 

If a business or group wishes to 
partner with Habitat, a specially 
labeled collection bin will be placed 
in a designated area. such as a lunch 
room, and Habitat volunteers arrange 


a pick up schedule for the collection 
of cans and plastic soda bottles. 

Some business and groups match 
funds with those cans collected for a 
month or two.

reach for those without coverage. 
Wyckoff said North Flight’s goal is 
to have no one pay more than $500 
out of pocket for the service. To 
accomplish this, he has been work- 
ing with Crawford County 
Controller Paul Compo and town- 
ship officials to devise a formula 
that would treat each township fair- 
ly, while providing the supplemental 
funds to keep the ambulance service 
within the county. 

North Flight provides advanced 
life support and intercept services 


when called upon to do so. They 
support a mutual aid system 
between their personnel and equip- 
ment with that of Frederic Township 
and South Branch Township, which 
have their own emergency medical 
services. Each picks up when the 
others may not be able to respond in 
cases of multiple medical emergen- 
cies. 

Because Frederic and South 
Branch have their own services. 
Compo and Wyckoff have been talk- 
ing to those township officials in 
order to create a fair formula allow- 


ing them to pay less. if and when a 
funding plan is put into place. 
Wyckoff said the current rate of 
$7.50 per mile for each ambulance 
ride helps to offset costs. but more is 
needed. Talks™ will vwatinue with 
local. officials. to fisd an ‘equitable 
solution to the North Flight d¢Scit 
and to keep county-wide emergent 
medical services in Crawfo 
County. :

Lieberman, at least on the surface, is even 
odder than Mr. Bush’s selection of Dick 
Cheney for vice president. 

Neither choice was expected. Both are 
outside the realm of the usual political spec- 
trum. 

Sen. Lieberman has never been on the 
inside of the Clinton-Gore inner circle 
which has been calling the shots in 
Washington for the past eight years. 

He is being praised as a virtuous man. Mr. 
Lieberman was one of the only top 
Democrats to openly criticize President 
Clinton’s behavior with Monica Lewinsky. 
Mr. Gore certainly did not. 

But it will take more than second tier 
virtue to add strength to a national ticket. 

Mr. Cheney is from Wyoming, a state 
which Republicans usually carry, and Mr. 
Lieberman is from Connecticut, a state 


which Democrats usually carry. Neither 
adds ticket strength that way. 
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was chosen -- he’s 59. Mr. Lieberman is 58. 
But is that too old for vice president? Mick 
Jagger of the Rolling Stones is 57. 

Both Veep seckers have a long public 
record in Congress to be mined for contro- 
versial positions and votes contrary to the 
positions expressed by the top of the ticket. 

Mr. Cheney already has been pushed to 
defend votes he made as a congressman 
almost 20 years ago. We can expect similar 
scouring of the Lieberman record, and 
accompanying criticism. 

Which candidate is more qualified to 
become president in the event of an emer- 
gency? That will be a campaign talking 
point, but politically it doesn’t really matter. 

With very few exceptions, nobody votes 
for president on the basis of the vice presi- 
dential candidate. That likely will be true 
here, too.

Eliminating the marriage tax penalty

As LT read the letter that came to 
my office from constituents around 
the 4th District of Michigan.

Brazil illustrates the contrast between 
these opposing moral views of justice. 

According to district investigators, a 
25-year-old pizza delivervman. Paulo 
Braganza was killed. sficed into pieees 
and stewed with a mix of vegetables. 
then eaten hy the Elogi tribe of canni- 
bals. Noo criminal charges will be 
brought: against members of the Elogr 
tribe because authorities say the canni- 
hals genuinely misunderstood the con- 
cept of ordering out. When the cannibals 
were confronted over the incident. the 
tribe apologized to the family of the vie- 
tim and has agreed to donate the equiva- 
lent of S750 from its emergency fund to 
help out Paulo Bragaunza’s widow and 
infant son. fs this moral justice? 

“This was a tragic instance of cross- 
cultural miscommunication.” 
British anthropologist Dr. tan Trelisman. 
who has been living in Elogi territon 
and studying the uibe for I] vears. 
“They saw the pizza shop fliers that

showed 2 tubby man camving a box. 
Obvious}. thes focused on the man and 
completely sgnored the box. with heart- 
breaking results.” Dr. Trelisman himself 
intraduced the fermer cannibals to the 
idea of ordering out for food. The 
anthropologit lent the chief his cell 
phone and helped him phone in an order 
tor nine kage pizzas. The pizza shop 
owner. eager for the business. agreed to 
send a delivery man to the village — 
about 45 miles from Manaus — later 
that dav. 

Had a Chnatian missionary been liv- 
ing for PP years among the cannibals. 
they would have at least becn taught the 
10 commandments. They would have 
known it ix a sin before a Holy God to 
murder ged ear another human being. 
Thes would have been taught respect for 
God's image created in every person.

Jim Eliot. Pete Fleming. Ed McCully. 
Nate Saint. and Roger Youderian landed 
a small piper plane on a nver in Ecuador 
near the Huaerani Indians (referred to at 
the time as the Avca Indians). All five 
young missionaries Were brutally killed 
by the Auca Indians. The wife of Jim 
Elliot and sister of Nate Saint later went 
into these same jungles and led the Auca 
tribe to a saving knowledge of Jesus 
Christ. A divine miracle was created out 
of that pnmitive culture tuming it into a

For the last several years, the 
Upper Manistee River Restoration 
Committee (UMRRC) has been 
taking an annual trip down a por- 
tion of the Manistee, accompanied 
by members of the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) and 
other interested groups, to check 
out the state of the river first hand, 
and determine sites that are in need 
of improvement. 

This year, members of UMRRC, 
the DNR, and Huron Pines 
Resource and Conservation and 
Development Council (RC&D) 
picked up where last year’s trip left 
off: at County Road 612. 

After canoeing the Manistee 
from the bridge at 612 to Shel- 
Haven Canoe Rental, the consen- 
sus was that the river is in fairly 
decent shape. Though more work 


is needed, many of the erosion site 
remedies that have been installed 
over the years are still in place and 
effective. 

“T have to say things look rea- 
sonably good compared to 10 
years ago.” said UMRRC 
Chairman Joe Kutkuhn. “! expect- 
ed to see a lot more de-vegetation. 
I'm also impressed with how well 
the campgrounds have been main- 
tained.” 

(There are three State Forest 
Campgrounds that border the 
Manistee in between 612 and M- 
72 West: Goose Creek Trail Camp. 
Upper Manistee River 
Campground, and the Manistee 
River Bridge Campground. They 
are maintained by the DNR’‘s 
Forest Management Division.)

14; boys, U-12; and U-10 co-ed. A 
fifth team of U-12 girls could pos- 
sibly be formed. 

Registration will start during the 
month of August and be completed 
in the first week of September. 
Registration forms will be available 
at Sylvester’s and at all practices. 
Registration costs will be $25, 
which covers both the fall and 
spring seasons. Jerseys and socks 
will cost another $25 if needed. 

“The Grayling Soccer Club is 
continuing to grow in numbers and 
in the quality of play,” said GSC 
coordinator Steve Langseth. “In 
just a few seasons, we have seen 
the U-14 boys team, the ‘Rough 
Riders,” become one of the top 
teams in their age brackets, and the 
U-12 boys team is showing positive 
signs with some very convincing 
wins.

Restoration Committee and RC&D 
use the annual canoe trip to compile 
a working list of erosion sites that 
need to be addressed. Also, they 
check the condition of man-made 
(but natural-looking) fish cover 
structures, and the level of sand in 
the river. (A gravel river bottom is 
more appealing to the fish popula- 
tion than sand, so a rocky river bot- 
tom generally makes for better fish- 
ing opportunities.) 

From 612 to M-72 much of the 
Manistee’s bottom is sandy. 
Cameron Bridge. located north of 
County Road 612 in Frederic 
Township, was a significant erosion 
site several years ago. Much of the 
sand covering the Manistee’s bot- 
tom south of 612 is probably from 
the erosion at Cameron Bridge. 
Kutkuhn said. and the sand is still 
working its way downstream. 

“We have a long way to go to 
move some of that sand, but it’s 
slowly moving.” said Kutkuhn. 

A few “sand traps,” sizeable holes 
that are dug into the river’s bottom 
that naturally collect the sand and 
fill in over the course of a few 
months, have been installed to help 
catch some of the sand, but more are 
needed. Kutkuhn said. 

For over a decade, the UMRRC 
has been involved in a variety of 
conservation projects on the 
Manistee River, most dealing with 
erosion control and the results of 
past erosion. 

The committee receives funds 
from a variety of public and private 
sources, and works with several 
afea organizations and groups on 
projects. The UMRRC’s efforts are 
intended to help maintain the river 
for fishermen and other users.
